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This is in response to the renewed petition under 37 CFR §1.47(b)\ filed January 18, 2005. 

The above-identified application was filed on April 7, 2004. On June 21, 2004, applicant was 
mailed a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application - Filing Date Granted" 
(Notice), requiring an executed oath or declaration in compliance with §1.63 and a surcharge for 
its late filing. This Notice set a two-month period for reply. 

In reply, applicant filed the original petition on August 27, 2004, along with the surcharge, a 
statement of the last known address of the inventor, a statement that a complete copy of the 
application was sent to the non-signing inventor, and a copy of the inventor's employment 
agreement.

(7) proof of irreparable damage, and; 

(8) an acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§ 1 15 and 1 16 and 37 CFR 
§1.63.
